The Chinese governm ent relief bu­ 
reau expects to raise fifteen 
millions.

societies will provide for not more 
than four million people. 
American 
Red Cross relief, based on co nstruc­ 
tion of public works, will ultim ate­ 
ly reach a hundred thousand people. 
“All money raised for this purpose
